SEC. ll. LIMITATION ON FUNDING FOR THE WORLD 1

HEALTH ORGANIZATION. 2

None of the funds authorized to be appropriated or 3

otherwise made available under this Act may be made 4

available to the World Health Organization unless the Sec-5

retary of State certifies to the appropriate congressional 6

committees that— 7

(1) Russia does not serve on the WHO Execu-8

tive Board and Russia’s voting rights at the World 9

Health Organization have been suspended; 10

(2) Taiwan is either a member or observer to 11

the World Health Organization and has participated 12

in the preceding World Health Assembly; and 13

(3) the World Health Organization has removed 14

any standing agenda items that relate to Israel. 15
